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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE CALIFORNIA 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH^ 



POLLUTION OF WATER AND ICE. 

WATER. 

1. No person, firm, company, or corporation shall discharge or 
deposit, or cause or suffer to be discharged or deposited, any sewage, 
garbage, feculent matter, offal, refuse, filth, or any animal, mineral, or 
vegetable matter or substance, offensive, injurious, or dangerous to 
health, in any springs, streamy, rivers, lakes, wells, or other waters 
used or intended to be used for human or animal consumption; nor 
discharge or deposit, or cause or suffer to be discharged or deposited, 
any such offensive, injurious, or dangerous matter or substance upon the 
land or places adjoining such waters so as to cause or suffer such 
matter or substance to flow or be emptied or drained into such waters. 

2. No person, firm, company, or corporation shall erect, construct, 
excavate, or maintain, or cause to be erected, constructed, excavated, 
or maintained, any privy vault, cesspool, sewer pipes or conduits, or 
other pipes or conduits, for the discharge of impure waters, gas, vapors, 
oils, acids, tar, or other matter or substance offensive, injurious, or 
dangerous to health, whereby any part of such matter or substance shall 
empty, flow, seep, drain, or otherwise pollute or affect any of such waters 
so intended for human or animal use or consumption; nor shall any 
person or persons erect or maintain any permanent or temporary house, 
camp, or tent, so near to such springs, streams, rivers, lakes, or other 
sources of water supply, as to cause or suffer the drainage, seepage, or 
flow of impure waters, or any other liquids, or the discharge or deposit 
therefrom, of any animal, mineral, or vegetable matter, as to corrupt 
or pollute such waters. 

3. No person, firm, company, or corporation shall cause or permit 
any horses, cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, or any kind of livestock or 
don^estic animals, to pollute the waters, or tributaries of such waters, 
used or intended for drinking purposes by the inhabitants of the 
vicinage or of any city, city and county, or town, of this State. 

4. No person shall bathe or wash clothes in any spring, stream, 
river, lake, reservoir, well, or other waters which are used or intended 
for drinking purposes by the inhabitants of the vicinage or of any city, 
city and county, or town, of this State. • 
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ICE. 

5. Ice offered or intended for public use or consumption shall be 
kept or stored in clean places free from all filth, oflfal, refuse, and 
polluted waters, and separate and removed from contact with animal 
or vegetable matter, and not in proximity to any cesspool, privy vault, 
or sewer, nor in places where such ice may be subject to contamination 
from, or the action of, acids, oiLs, noxious, offensive, or injurious gases, 
smoke or vapors, and all ice kept or stored in violation of this regulation 
shall be deemed polluted ice and not fit for human consumption. 

6. No ice shall be sold or offered for sale for human consumption, 
which shall have been used for the cooling of malt, vinous or spirituous 
liquors, or for the refrigeration of butter, milk, meat, or any animal 
or vegetable matter or substances, or which shall have been taken from 
any asylum, hospital, sanatorium, sick-room, slaughter-house, or any 
place where human or animal remains have been kept or deposited. 

7. In the transportation or carriage of ice intended for public use 
or consumption, care shall be taken to prevent contact with filth, offal, 
and other refuse, and contamination from animal and vegetable matter, 
and from offensive and noxious oils, acids, and other substances injuri- 
ous, dangerous, or offensive to health. 

8. No person, firm, company, or corporation shall make or permit 
to be made, or offer or permit to be offered for sale for public use or 
consumption, any ice manufactured from impure or polluted water, or 
natural ice cut or taken from any corrupt or impure waters or water 
source ; nor taken or manufactured from any waters or source of water 
supply after notice from the State Board of Health, or its Secretary, 
that such waters are impure or polluted. 

9. In the interest of the public health, every health officer or health 
inspector, upon proper demand and notice of his authority, shall be 
permitted, during business hours, to enter and inspect the works, 
premises, sources of supply, and places of storage of any person, firm, 
company, or corporation, maintaining, selling, or offering for sale, 
water or ice for human use or consumption. 

10. In the event of the refusal by any person to permit a reasonable 
inspection or investigation of such works and premises, then such health 
officer or health inspector shall immediately leave a copy of these rules, 
orders, and regulations with the person so refusing, and report forth- 
with to the Secretary of the State Board of Health the refusal and the 
reasons, if any, given by such person ; and it shall then be the duty of 
the Secretary of the State Board of Health to take such measures as he 
may deem proper for the e^;if orcement of these regulations 
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11. County and other local health officers and inspectors are 
requested to forthwith call the attention of the proper local prosecuting 
officers to all violations of Sections 374 and 374^^ of the Penal Code, 
relating to the pollution of waters, which come under their observation, 
and to vigorously assist such prosecuting officers in the conviction of 
offenders. 

12. In addition to the rules and regulations of the State Board of 
Health upon the subject of water and ice, local health officers and 
inspectors should call th6 attention of persons, companies, and corpo- 
rations engaged in the manufacture of ice anfi distribution of water and 
ice ibo the public, to the following new laws and sections of the Penal 
Code passed by the Legislature and approved by the Governor March 
18, 1905, which read as follows ; 

§ 3776. Any person who shall violate or refuse or neglect, 
to conform to any sanitary rule, order or regulation prescribed 
by the State Board of Health for the prevention of the pollu- 
tion of springs, streams, rivers, lakes, wells, or other waters 
used or intended to be used for human or animal consumption, 
shall be guilty of a nxisdemeanor. 

§ 377c. Any person who shall violate or refuse or neglect 
to conform, to any sanitary rule, order or regulation prescribed 
by the State Board of Health for the prevention of the pollu- 
tion of ice or the sale or disposition of polluted ice offered, 
kept or intended for public use or consumption, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 



DUTIES OF HEALTH OFFICERS. 

1. It shall be the duty of every county health officer and health 
inspector to enforce within his county all State laws pertaining to 
sanitary matters, and all orders, rules, and regulations concerning health, 
quarantine, and disinfection prescribed or directed by the State Board 
of Health, and all local ordinances, resolutions, orders, and regulations 
concerning health, of the Board of Supervisors, which shall not be in 
conflict with the general laws or the orders, rules, and regulations of 
the State Board of Health. 

2. Every county health officer shall report in writing to the State 
Board of Health regularly on or before the fifth day of each month, 
and also whenever requested by the State Board of Health, or its 
Secretary, all infectious, contagious, and communicable diseases in man 
or beast which shall come to his knowledge, upon blanks furnished by 
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the State Board of Health; and he shall, in eases of Ipcal epidemic of 
disease, report at such times as shall be requested by the State Board 
of Health, or its Secretary, all facts concerning the disease, and the 
measures taken to abate and prevent its spread. 

3. Said health oflScers shall report to the State Board of Health all 
violations of the State health laws and all violations of the State laws' 
relating to registration of births, marriages, and deaths which shall 
come to their knowledge. 

4. It shall be the duty of each county health oflScer to enforce vigi- 
lantly all orders, rules, and regulations of the State Board of Health, 
as well as the State and local ordinances relating to the adulteration 
of articles used for food or drink and to the pollution of ice and water, 
and to report to the State Board of Health all serious and persistent 
violations of such laws which the local authorities fail to suppress. 



QUARANTINE. 

1. Whenever in the judgment of the State Board of Health, or, 
pending its meeting, whenever in the judgment of the Secretary of 
said Board, such action shall be deemed necessary to protect or preserve 
the public health, each county health officer shall, when directed so to 
do by said State Board, or its Secretary, quarantine or isolate and dis- 
infect within his county, as required by the general and special 
instructions of said State Board or its Secretary, persons, animals, and 
things of whatever nature, and houses, rooms, and places, and destroy, 
or cause to be destroyed, bedding, carpets, household goods, furnishings 
and materials, clothing or animals, when such property is, by said 
State Board of Health or its Secretary, deemed an imminent menace 
to the public health, and when ordinary means of disinfection are 
deemed unsafe. 

2. He shall, whenever required by the State Board of Health, or 
its Secretary, establish and maintain places of quarantine or isolation, 
which shall be subject to the special directions of said State Board, or 
its Secretary. 

3. When any building, house, structure, or part thereof, or tent or 
other place, is quarantined because of a contagious, infectious, or com- 
municable disease, each county health officer shall cause to be firmly 
fastened, in the most conspicuous place upon such house, building, 
tent, or other place, a placard or flag, upon which is printed the name 
of the disease, in plain and legible letters of at least two and one half 
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inches in length. This placard or flag must not be removed by any' 
person except the health oflScer or his deputy, and in no case until the 
premises have been thoroughly disinfected. 

4. When persons quarantined in a house, building, structure, tent, 
or other place have recovered from the disease for which the quarantine 
is established, or when the quarantine is for exposure to a contagious, 
infectious, or communicable disease and the period of incubaltion 
designated has elapsed, they shall be discharged from quarantine on 
the order of the health oflScer; provided, that before being discharged 
they have taken a thorough antiseptic bath and put on clothing free 
from contagion. 

5. When persons confined in a quarantined house, building, struc- 
ture, tent, or other place are deemed free from danger of spreading the 
disease, the quarantine shall not be raised by order of the health officer 
until every exposed room, together with all bedding, clothing, and all 
other personal property contained therein, has been thoroughly disin- 
fected, or if necessary, such personal property may be destroyed, by 
or under the direction of the health officer or his deputy. 

6. Whenever quarantine is established by any county health officer 
to prevent the spread of any contagious, infectious, or communicable 
disease, it shall be the duty of all persons, including attending physi- 
cians, to obey the rules, orders, and regulations of such health officer. 

7. Upon receiving knowledge of the existence of such diseases 
within their jurisdiction, county health officers must immediately 
quarantine each and every case of Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, typhus 
fever, plague, smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, membranous croup, 
measles, leprosy, and every case of anthrax and glanders affecting 
human beings, and such other contagious or infectious diseases which 
may from time to time be declared quarantinable, and in addition to 
their local rules and regulations shall follow all general and special 
rules, regulations, and orders of the State Board of Health, or its 
Secretary. 

8. Said health officers must, within twenty-four hours after quar- 
antine, report fully, in writing, to the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, all of such cases quarantined; provided, however, that said 
health officers shall immediately report by telegraph to said Secretary 
of the State Board of Health every case discovered or known of plague, 
Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, or typhus fever, and after investigation 
and within twenty- four hours shall report the cause, source, and extent 
of contagion and infection, and all acts done and measures adopted in 
each case. Written reports shall thereafter be made at least once a 
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'week to the Secretary of the State Board of Health, and oftener when 
required by said Secretary. 

9. All physicians, nurses, attendants, owners, proprietors, man- 
agers, employes, and persons living in or visiting any sick person in 
any hotel, lodging-house, house, building, office, structure, or other place 
where any person shall be ill of any infectious, contagious, or com- 
municable disease, shall promptly report such fact to the county, city 
and county, city, or other local health board or health-officer. 

10. In addition to the list of quarantinable diseases above given, t^ie 
following is a partial list of contagious, infectious, and ccHnmunicable 
diseases, aU of which, though not required to be quarantined, must be 
properly reported in writing to the State Board of Health, or its Sec- 
retary, by the local health boards or chief executive health officers, viz : 
Manila, Cuban, Philippine, Adobe, or Kangaroo Itch; Chickenpox, 
Erysipelas, Pneumonia, Uncinariasis or Hookworm, Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis, Trachoma, Whooping-cough, Mumps, Dengue, Dysentery, 
Tuberculosis of the respiratory tract. Typhoid Fever, Tetanus, and any 
disease which appears to have become epidemic. This list can be added 
to at any time by the State or local health authorities. 

SPECIAL QUARANTINE RULES. 

1. All cases of Asiatic Cholera, Yellow Fever, Typhus Fever, and 
Plague must be quarantined with a guard day and night and until 
released by the State Board of Health. 

2. Scarlet Fever mi^ be quarantined until desquamation has ceased 
and all evidence of sore throat or suppuration has gone, and in all cases 
for at least three weeks. 

3. Diphtheria or Membranous Croup must be quarantined until two 
bacteriological examinations from the throat, made at least twenty-four 
hours apart, show it free from the diphtheritic or Klebs-Loeffler bacillus ; 
or, if no examination is possible, until three weeks after the disappear- 
ance of all signs of disease, such as inflammation of throat or fever. 
We reconmiend antitoxin treatment and immunizing dosei^ for those 
exposed. 

4. Smallpox. (1) Each case to be isolated either at home or in a 
suitably furnished detention hospital where the patients can receive 
proper care. 

(2) All persons exposed to the disease to be offered vaccination, and 
if accepted to be allowed their freedom after being disinfected, pro- 
vided they present themselves each day to the health officer, or some 
appointed physician, for observation. In case they show symptoms of 
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sickness they are to be isolated separately from the eases of smallpox 
tmtil the nature of the disease becomes manifest. In case they refuse 
to be vaccinated they must be detained for twenty-one days from time 
of exposure, but not with those affected. 

(3) Each person having smallpox to be kept isolated until all signs 
of disease have disappeared and the person has been thoroughly dis- 
infected by washing in some approved antiseptic. Where it can be done 
without damage all clothes and bedding to be boiled for one hour; 
otherwise to be disinfected with formaldehyde or sulphur, exposed for 
at least ten hours. It is better to destroy mattresses and such bedding 
as can not be thoroughly disinfected. All rooms exposed must be dis- 
infected. ^ 

5. Leprosy. All cases must be cared for in accordance with the 
State laws. 

6. Japanese, Chinese, Cuban, Manila, or Adobe Itch (so called), 
which is generally another name for mild smallpox, must be reported 
and cared for according to its nature. 

7. The following is a partial list of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases, which may be added to at any time by State or local health 
authorities: Smallpox, Scarlet Fever, Measles, Chickenpox, Typhus 
Fever, Typhoid Fever, Whooping-cough, Mumps, Diphtheria and Mem- 
branous Croup, Yellow Fever, Cholera, Malignant Postule, Glanders, 
Plague, Leprosy, Tuberculosis of the respiratory tract, Pneumonia, 
Cerebro-spinal Meningitis, Dysentery, Anthrax, Erysipelas, Uncinaria- 
sis or Hookworm, Trachoma, Dengue, Tetanus. 

8. A person suffering from any of these diseases must not be 
allowed in any way to endanger the health of others. All bedding, 
clothes, and dishes must be disinfected before removal from a room in 
which there has been a case of contagious or infectious disease. All 
dishes must be boiled in water. AU r^nains of food left should be gath- 
ered into a paper and burned, and liquids disinfected by means of 
carbolic acid. Bed and other clothing that will not be damaged 
thereby must be actively boiled for one half hour. All other clothing 
must be disinfected by exposure for eighteen hours to fumes of sulphur, 
formalin, or other approved disinfectants. Especial care should be 
taken to disinfect books that have been used in a sick-room. They 
should be opened, leaves spread with care, and disinfected in a closed 
box with formalin. All excreta, both liquid and solid, especially in 
typhoid fever, must be thoroughly disinfected. This is easily done by 
treating them with a 5% solution of carbolic acid, or the 40% solution 
of formalin and allowio^ it to stand for two hours. All rooms must be 
tightly closed and disinfected with sulphur fumes or formaldehyde gas 
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or other approved methods for eighteen hours at least. If sulphur is 
used, not less than 5 pounds to every 1000 cubic feet of space must be 
burned. If formalin is selected, 16 ounces of the 40% solution to 1000 
cubic feet should be used. 



GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

1. Every county health ofiScer, and every city, city and county, and 
town board of health, or chief executive health officer thereof, shall, 
in cases of epidemic, whenever quarantine is established, promptly 
transmit to the Secretary of tfie State Board of Health a true copy of all 
quarantine rules, orders, and regulations adopted by the local health 
board or health officer, and of all subsequent changes or modifications 
in the matter of such quarantine and in such local rules, orders, and 
regulations. 

2. Every county health officer, and every city, city and county, and 
town board of health, or the chief executive officer thereof, shall, im- 
mediately upon the discovery of any case of Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, 
typhus fever, or plague, notify the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health by telegraph of the name and residence of the person affected, 
and shall within twenty-four hours thereafter transmit to said Secre- 
tary a written report of the cause, source, and extent of the contagion 
or infection, and of the measures taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease. 

3. Every county, city and county, city, and town board of health, or 
chief executive health officer thereof, shall promptly report, in writinig, 
to the Secretary of the State Board of Health any changes that may 
occur in their offices, and the names and residences of all newly 
appointed or elected officers. 

4. County health officers shall use only such vaccine, antitoxins, 
serums, and lymphs as shall have been approved by the United States 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service. 

5. No quarantine shall be established by one county, or city, city 
and county, or town, against another city, city and county, county, or 
town, without the written consent of the State Board of Health, or its 
Secretary. 

6. Every undertaker or embalmer who is now engaged, or who shall 
hereafter engage, in the business of embalming human remains within 
this State, shall, upon the written demand of the Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, make a written report of the embalming fluid 
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and methods of embalming used and employed by him, and said Sec- 
retary shaU, after consideration of such report, return his written 
approval or disapproval of such embalming methods. 

7. No embalming fluid or methods of embalming not approved by 
the Secretary of the State Board of Health shall be employed by any 
person in the case of deaths from contagious, infectious, or communi- 
cable diseases, or in cases where the remains are to be transported or 
carried upon trains or vessels or other public conveyances for interment 
or cremation within this State or for transportation without the State. 

8. No person shall embalm a body of any person that has died from 
an unknown cause, except with the written permission of the local 
health officer. 

. 9. It shall be the duty of all physicians, nurses, clergymen, and other 
persons having knowledge of the existence of any contagious, infec- 
tious, or conmiunicable disease within the county, to report, immediately, 
to said county health officer or special health officer or inspector, the 
name of the person, the place where such person is confined, and the 
character of the disease. 

10. No instructor, teacher, pupil, or child affected with any con- 
tagious, infectious, or communicable disease which is or might be the 
subject of quarantine, or has been declared reportable, or who resides 
in any house, building, structure, tent, or other place where such disease 
exists or has recently existed, shall be permitted, by any superin- 
tendent, principal, or teacher of any college, seminary, public or private 
school, to attend such college, seminary, or school, except by the written 
permission of the local health officer. 



TRANSPORTATION OF THE DEAD. 

1. The transportation within the boundaries of the State of Cali- 
fornia, from any other state, territory, district, or islands of the United 
States, or from any foreign country, of remains or bodies dead from 
plague, Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, typhus fever, anthrax, or glanders, 
or the transportation of the same from this State* to any part of the 
United States, or any foreign country, is absolutely prohibited. 

No remains or bodies of those dead from any of said diseases shall be 
transported within this State to any place beyond a distance of twenty- 
five miles except by permission and under the direction of the State 
Board of Health or its Secretary, and subject also to the conditions 
provided in rules 2, 5, 6, and 7 hereinafter set forth respecting the 
transportation of the dead. 
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2. The bodies of persons dead of Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, 
t3T)hris fever, diphtheria (membranous croup), scarlet fever (scarlatina, 
scarlet rash), erysipelas, glanders, anthrax, or leprosy shall not be 
accepted for transportation unless prepared for shipment by (a) 
arterial and cavity injection with an approved disinfecting fluid; (6) 
disinfection and stopping of all orifices with absorbent cotton, and 
(c) washing the body with a disinfectant; (d) such body shall be 
enveloped in a layer of dry cotton not less than one inch thick, com- 
pletely wrapped in a sheet securely fastened, and encased in an air- 
tight zinc, tin, copper, or lead-lined coflln or iron casket, all joints and 
seams hermetically sealed, and all enclosed in a strong, tight wooden 
box. Or the body, having been prepared for shipment by disinfecting 
and wrapping as above, may be placed in a strong coffin or casket, and 
said coffin or casket encased in an air-tight zinc, copper, or tin-lined 
boxy all joints and seams hermetically soldered. 

3. The bodies of those dead of typhoid fever, puerperal fever, 
tuberculosis, measles, or other contagious or infectious diseases not 
enumerated under rules 1 and 2, may be received for transportation 
when prepared for shipment by arterial and cavity injection with an 
approved disinfecting fluid, washing the exterior of the body with the 
same, and enveloping the entire body with a layer of cotton not less 
than one inch thick, and wrapped in a sheet securely fastened, and 
encased in an air-tight metallic coffin or casket or an air-tight, metal- 
lined box; provided, that this shall apply only to bodies which can 
reach their destination within thirty hours from the time of death. 

4. The bodies of those dead from any cause not stated in rules 1, 2, 
and 3 may be received for transportation when encased in a sound coffin 
or casket and enclosed in a strong outside wooden box ; provided, they 
can reach their destination within thirty hours from the time of death. 
If the body can not reach its destination within thirty hours from the 
time of death, it must be prepared for shipment by arterial and cavity 
injection with an approved disinfecting fluid, washing the exterior of 
the body with the same, and enveloping the entire body with a layer of 
dry cotton not less than one inch thick, and wrapped in a sheet 
securely fastened, and encased in an air-tight metallic coffin or casket 
or an air-tight, metal-lined box. 

5. In the shipment of bodies dead from any disease named in rule 2, 
such body must not be accompanied by persons or articles which have 
been exposed to the infection of the disease, unless certified by the 
health officer as having been properly disinfected. 

6. Every dead body must be accompanied by a transit permit show- 
uig physician's or coroner's certificate, and, as far as obtainable, showing 
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name of deceased, age, date, place attd cause of death, and all other 
matters required by an Act of the Legislature of the State of California 
approved March 18, 1905, and entitled *'An Act for the registration of 
deaths, the issuance and registration of burial and disinterment permits, 
and the establishment of registration districts in counties, cities and 
coimties, cities and incorporated towns, under the superintendence of 
the State Bureau of Vital Statistics and prescribing the powers and 
duties of registrars, coroners, physicians, undertakers, sextons, and other 
persons in relation to such registration, and fixing penalties for the 
violation of this Act." 

Said transit permit shall indicate the place to which the body is to 
be transported and the name of the consignee or person to whom it is 
to be delivered, and shall include the registrar's or health officer's 
permit, whether a communicable or non-communicable disease, and the 
undertaker's certificate, showing the manner in which the body had 
been prepared for shipment. 

The transit permit must be made in triplicate, and the signatures of 
physician or coroner, health officer, registrar, and undertaker must be 
upon the original and the duplicate and triplicate copies. 

The physician's certificate and transit permit shall be delivered to 
the passenger or agent, if any, in charge of the body. The whole dupli- 
cate copy shall be sent to the official in charge of the baggage department 
of the initial line and by him to be forwarded to the State Board of 
Health or other proper health authority of the state or territory, foreign 
country or place of destination, and the triplicate copy shall be trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of the State Board of Health of California, 
at Sacramento. 

7. When bodies are shipped by express, a transit permit, as described 
in rule 6, must be made out in triplicate. The undertaker's certificate 
and paster of the original shall be detached from the transit permit and 
securely fastened in a conspicuous place on the coffin box. The physi- 
cian's certificate and transit permit shall be attached to and accompany 
the express waybill covering the remains, and be delivered with the 
body at the point of destination to the person to whom it is consigned. 
The whole duplicate copy shall be sent by the forwarding express agent 
to the State Board of Health of the State from which said shipment was 
made, and the triplicate copy to the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health of California, at Sacramento. 

8. Disinterred bodies or remains of persons who have died from any 
disease or cause shall be treated as infectious or dangerous to the public 
health, and shall not be accepted for transportation in or removed from 
this State unless said removal has been approved by the State Board of 
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Health, or its Secretary, and if the disinterment be in this State, and the 
consent has first been obtained of the health authorities of the locality 
to which the corpse is consigned; and no such dead body shall be 
brought into this State without the approval of the public health 
authorities having jurisdiction of the place where such body was dis- 
interred/ and no such bodies shall be transported, received, or buried 
in this State unless satisfactory evidence of compliance with the rules 
of this Board respecting same shall be submitted to the Secretary of 
the State Board of Health and his written consent obtained to such 
transportation, receipt, or burial; and no disinterred body shall be 
shipped or transported from one place to another in this State without 
the written permission of the Secretary of the State Board of Health 
and full compliance with the rules of this Board respecting disinter- 
ment of bodies. And all such disinterred remains, or the coffin or 
casket containing the same, must be wrapped in a woolen blanket 
thoroughly saturated with a 1-1000 solution of corrosive sublimate 
and enclosed in a hermetically soldered zinc, tin, or copper-lined box. 
Bodies deposited in or taken from vaults shall be treated and considered 
the same as buried bodies.
